Fletcher Conway Commits Suicide by 


Drowning in Lake at Innis- 


Pearce Factory. 


LEAVES SHORT NOTE ON SHORE 


Coat Excites Suspicion and Investi- 


gation Leads to Discovery 


by Six Boys. 


John Fletcher Conway, 66 years 


old, a well known insurance solicitoi 
of tihis city, committed suicide last 
night by drowning in the pond at the 
Innis-Pearce 
furniture 
factory inj 


West Seventh street. Mr. Conway's] 
act appeared to have been well plan- 
ned and he had probably been dead 
an hour before his body was found 
floating on the surface of the water. 


A brief note written on. the back of 


an envelope and left on the bank be- 
side his coat was sufficient evidence 
of suicide. The note, although short 
and 
to the point, carried only one 


meaning and was true to every word. 
"I am in the pond" was the way in 
which Mr. Conway expressed 
his 


deed. The note was signed "J. F. 
Conway." 


The discovery was 
made about 


10:15 
o'clock by six boys who had 


been in the vicinity of 
the Inuis- 


Pearce factory at 
different 
times 


during the evening and were on their 
•way home at the time. 
The party 


was composed of Chase Clifford, Ed 
Campbell, Austin Joyce. Ralph Gard 
John Barnett. and Herbert 
Morris. 


The boys passed the Seventh street 
side of the pond about eight-forty- 
five o'clock and noticed Mr. Conway 
sitting on the bank. His coat was off 
and he appeared to be in a deep study 
as,he never spoke or looked up as 
they went by. 


As near as the boys could estimate 


they returned in about one hour and 
noticed a coat on the bank. At this 
time no particular attention was paid 
as they supposed the man was over 
around the factory and would return 
for his coat. Fifteen minutes later the 
boys discovered the body in the pond: 
The employes at the ice factory were 
called and the police notified. 
The 


body was about four feet from the 
shore on the Seventh street side of 
the pond and it was estimated that he 
was drowned in five feet of water. 


Mr. Conway was seen in the busi- 


ness district of the city last evening 
at 7:30 o'clock and at 8:45 o'clock- 
was passed on the Big 4 railway go- 
ing toward the factory. 
Persons 


that remember of seeing him yesterr 
day say that he appeared to be in a 
study. " Dr. A. G. Shauck, coroner, 
removed the body to Hie 
Caldwell 


morgue, where the inquest was held. 
The six boys were the only witnesses 
examined as the 
evidence showed 


clearly that it was suicide. 


The family of Mr. Conway can not 
account for his act unless it was be- 
cause of ill health. His 'health 
for 


the past few months had been bad. 
and for this reason is assigned the 
deed. 
At first 
despondency 
was 


thong-lit to have been the cause, but 
this was not the case. He returned 
recently from S'helbyville and enjoyed 
a large business as over sixty dollars 
in money orders' was 
found in his 


cloUies and he had told his son Earl 
that he was getting along fine. 


Mr. Conway was a native of Ken- 


tucky and had lived in this city for a 
number of years. He was familiarly 
known as "Fletch".and had a large 
acquaintance in this city and over the 
county. He is survived by six chil- 
dren, Earl, Ben, John, Robert,'Boss 
and Miss Laverne. 


The* funeral services will be helc 


tomorrow afternoon at two o'clock 
-in the Chapel at East Hfll cemetery in 
charge of the K. of P. lodge.

Effective. 


The cut out ordinance, which was 


passed by the city council one week 
ago last night is not yet a law and 
the automobiles in this city may be 
run with the mufflers wide open for 
some time to come. Mayor Black has 
not signed the ordinance and 
thus 


the delay in it becoming effective. 


The mayor's signature, however is 


not necessary for the ordinance to 
become effective. 
After ten days 


from the date of its passage, which is 
Friday, the law provides that the or- 
dinance be published for ten 
days 


and at the end of ten days it becomes 
effective. In case Mayor Black does 
not sign the ordinance by Friday, ac- 
cording to City Attorney Howard E. 
Barrett, the city clerk must have it 
published and this would make it a 
law by July 10. 


Auto owners here have been won- 


dering \rhen the cut out law was to 
be in force. 
It has been rumored 


that Mayor Black refuses to sign the 
ordinance, but when seen today he 
denied this. In reply to the question 
as to when the law would be in force 
Mayor Black replied that he did not 
know. 
It is stated that Mr. Black 


may wait until Friday, the end of the 
ten days before signing 
the ordi- 


nance. The impression has gone out 
that it would never 
become a law 


without his signature, but this is not 
true as n-othiug but a little time is to 
be gained by his not signing it, for it 
is bound to become a law since the 
council passed the measure. 


In all eases of this kind the mayor 


has ten days to sign the ordinance 
and this is the first time in several 
years that a question of this kind has 
come up. It has generally been the 
custom for Mayor Black to sign the 
different ordinances on the night of 
their passage as it becomes a law 
sooner than it otherwise would. On 
the night that the cut out ordinance 
was passed the bill was presented to 
Mr. Black by Clerk Cauley, but he

farmer. 


A demonstration farm of 527 acres 


has been started by the 
Baltimore 


and Ohio railway among the hills of 
Vinton county, Ohio. The State uni- 
versity is co-operating in an effort to 
find out how to handle this land. 
Railway demonstration farms are 
helping to work out the problems of 
New York farmers. Ask your near- 
est railway to establish a farm in 
your section. 


J. A. Ferguson, Missouri station is 


urging farmers to set out forest nur- 
series in a portion of their vegetable 
gardens—later to plant waste places 


with the seedings. Mr. Ferguson 
points ont that an acre of fast 
growing trees produces from 100 to 
3000 fence posts in 10 to 20 years. 
Pour-year-old locusts at Missouri 
station are nearly large enough for 
fence posts now.

At present 200 American 
high 


schools 
are teaching agriculture; 


37,000 students in these schools are 
studying this subject. 
There is a 


great shortage of well prepared high- 
school teachers of agriculture, and 
such teachers receive 50 to 100 per 
cent, greater salary than do teachers 
of other subjects. This is the latest 
report of A. C. Monahan, specialist 
iu rural education of the United 
States bureau of education. 


Last year I raised from 40 to 60 


bushels of corn per acre says an Dli- 
jnois man. It was dry and we had 
old ground. After the corn was up 
I harrowed it with the harrow teeth 
slanting backward. I cultivated with 
knives and kept as much moisture in 
the ground as possible. I had se- 
lected big solid ears with deep grains 
and tested the .corn. We threshed 
out timothy, got three bushels per 
acre, and received from $5.50 to $6 
a bushel. 


Sleep is Nature's Best Remedy 


"Now that the hot weather lias 


come upon us," said a Kushville phy- 
sician the other day, "people, will be- 
gin to fag out and wear down tt the 
edges. Then they will be hunting up 
the doctors to get a remedy. 


"This is especially true of women, 


who are really oftentimes nervous 
and in need of repose. Canning fruit 
and cooking in hot kitchens is much 
harder than the work the average 
man has to do in the summertime. 


"The best remedy for a case of 


tired summer nerves i£ sleep and yet 
when you tell these nervous women 
and girls this fact, they shake llicir 
heads and say they haven't the time. 


"Of course if a woman's occupa- 


tion is that of cashier, or clerk, or 
stenographer, she. has to forget her 
weariness until work time is ovci'. 
And if she is a mother rearing youag 
children she knows well that her at- 
tempt at daylight sleep will probably 
prove a failure. 
There are a greut 


many 'ifs' which assert themselves 
when the tired woman thinks of get- 
ting a nap either in the morning or 
afternoon. Yet, they should remem- 
ber that where there is a will, there's 
a way. 
Five or ten minutes level 


rest on a lounge or davenport will 
work wonders, when one is weiiry, 
only, of course, in case there is n re- 
laxation from tension when the rest 
is being taken. 


"Each individual of course has to 


select, the best time for a nap. 


"If convenient it is well to take the 


nap a short'time before the lunch 


hour. Food is always digested eas- 
jier when the body has had a period 
of rest, than wheu one comes to the 
table with a depleted brain tissue. If 
the nervous energy is almost ex- 
hausted before eating commences 
dyspepsia is likely to follow. To iie 
down immediately after eating is not 
so good a plan as to wait for an hour 
or two. 


Women who have the care of lit- 


tle children should insist 
on their 


having a nap time every day. I know 
of one mother who would not permit 
her child to take a nap in the after- 
noon because she wanted to put the 
little one to bed at six o'clock. And 


the mother wondered why that 


(child was nervous and fretful, thin 
and palid. 
The little one slept all 


I night as the motaher had wished, yet 
she was neither rosy, plump, or good 
humored during the day. The rapidly 
developing brain was not receiving 
as much repose as it should have 
had. Until a child is seven or eight 
years old, the mother should encour- 
age its lying down each day for a 
nap. The child should at least lie in 
a darkened room for a time with its 
eyes shut whether sleep comes or not. 


'And when the children get the 


habit of taking a nap every after- 
noon the tired mother will probably 
find time for a little sleep too. 


'At least every woman who can 


should take a short nap at some time 
during the day. It will restore youth 
and strength and charm."

against everything that is the accept- 
able form of Hie age. Most any one 
can pick a flaw in nnything that is 
the work of man. If it's man's work, 
it is fallible and can be criticized by 
man. 
.Until the Socialist 
offers 


practical theory to solve presently 
problems, he will get no place. 


And the Socialists must appeal to 


Hie prejudices of the multitude which 
is attracted by ''his sensational doc 
trines, else he would have no follow 
ing. So it was last jiight. He got in 
touch with the people who collected 
to hear him by pointing out their dis 
advantages and blaming it on to an 
other person, when, in a majority o 
lases. an individual's station in life

THE BRYAN VOTE 


IS SIGNIFICANT 


Decisiie Setback, 


HE NO LONGER DOMINATES 


Drubbing Nebraskan Got on Floor of 


Convention and Ordinary Character 
of Reception Accorded to Him by the 
Delegates Are Accepted as Guaran- 
tees That Ambition to Walk Away 
With Nomination Will Fail. 


Baltimore, June 26.—By a vote of 


578 to 50G, William J. Bryan was over- 
thrown in the Democratic national con- 
Tention. The naming of Alton B. Parker 
as temporary chairman was the issue 
on which Mr. Bryan's downfall came. 
The commoner himself, after dramatic 
maneuvering on the floor of the con- 
vention, entered the contest as a can- 
didate for temporary chairman, and 
the showdown between the Bryan and 
anti-Bryan forces was therefore clean- 
cut and decisive. 


Only one big issue was involved in 


the struggle. It was whether William 
J. Bryan was again to dominate a 
national convention and for the fourth 
time nominate himself for president. 
The outcome of the battle, In the opin- 
ion of Democratic leaders, has ended 
Mr. Bryan's prospects of again leading 
his party in a national campaign. The 
drubbing he got on the floor of the 
convention and the ordinary character 
of the reception accorded to him by 
the delegates, are accepted as guaran- 
tees that his ambition to walk away 
with the 1912 prize will not be grati- 
fied. 


No attempt, however, is made by 


the Democrats assembled here to de- 
tract from the remarkable showing of 
Mr. Bryan against the party organiza- 
tion. The 506 votes that he polled 
were purely a tribute to his personali- 
ty and the grip 'he has had upon the 
party. 
The Bryan vote was strong 


enough to insure to him a command- 
ing voice in the, deliberations of the 
convention, and the Democratic con- 
servatives are reconciled to the fact 
that Mr. Bryan will be able to shape 
the platform that is to be adopted at 
this convention. They are convinced, 
however, that his game to garner a 
nomination has effectively been block- 
ed, unless the. forces that carried the 
contest unexpectedly blunder 
and 


alieqate some of the strength that has 
rallied under the anti-Bryan banner. 


The vote was the first development 


In the Democratic situation 
from 


which fairly accurate deductions as 
to the future can be drawn. The bal- 
loting demonstrated that the conven- 
tion will be controlled by progressives 
and the likelihood is that a so-called 
progressive will be named for presi- 
dent. In the opinion of many of the 
Democratic leaders, the situation has 
now narrowed down to Champ Clark 
and Woodrow Wilson, with Mayor 
Gaynor of New York as a possible 
compromise in the event of a dead- 
lock. 


While .Tudge Parker and his friends 


were able to muster a sufficient num- 
Der of votes to bring about his elec- 
lon to the temporary chairmanship, 
many radicals voted for him because 
:hey were frfghtened at the idea of 
Bryan again becoming the party's 
nominee. These votes added to the 
506 that were cast for Bryan indicates 
that the Democrats of radical tenden- 
cies are firmly seated in the saddle. 


To Champ Clark is due in large 


measure the conditions for the defeat 
of Mr. Bryan. 
Mr. Clark threw as 


much of his strength as possible 
against the Nebraska delegate and his 
old-time friend. The speaker did this 
because he was satisfied that if Bryan 
carried the flght for the chairmanship 
le would dominate the convention and 


the party's nominee. The conserv- 


atives who advanced the candidacy of 
Fudge Parker openly 
acknowledge 


their debt to Mr. Clark, and Mr. Bryan 


just as keenly alive to the hostile 


attitude that the speaker has assumed 
award him. 


What the effect of these develop- 


ments will be upon the Clark boom is 
uncertain. Many believe the speaker 
ias placed the conservatives of the 
larty so strongly under obligations to 
dm that they will be obliged to throw 
heir strength to him after the first 
ew ballots in the convention. If Clark 


i hold his present strength of about 


150 delegates and New York swings 
o him, his nomination probably will 


assured. The impetus given to the 


Jlark movement by New York's big 
•lock of delegates, would, it Is thought, 
ittract enough more to bring his total 
up to the necessary 728 votes.

Milliard, a 
Socialist 


speaker who stood on a bos at the 
corner of Main and Second streets 
last night expounding the doctrine of 
unrest and held a crowd an hour ann 
forty-five minutes because he was au 
exceptionally good talker, exploded 
the common theory that 
Socialists 


believe in dividing the property of 
the universe equally among the peo- 
ple. 


"We don't want to divide anything 


but work," said Milliard. 
He was 


fairer than the usual run of Social- 
istic speakers. 
He was willing 
to 


admit that trusts were good things. 
His solution of the trust problem was 
to nationalize them. Not government 
ownership, but government 
super- 


vision, he said. In that manner Mil- 
liard declared all people would par- 
ticipate in their benefits. He said the 
Socialist never did want to destroy 
the trusts. 


Milliard started out well and gave 


promise of 
making a speech 
thai 


would count for something toward 
making votes for the Socialist party. 
It was not long, however, until 
he 


was in the trench from which fev 
Socialists ever emerge; 
lie nppealei 


to the crowd's prejudice. 
He took 


the audience well. 


Milliard declared that the 
State 


had no right to confiscate (he busi- 
ness of the saloon keeper withoul 
making some 
compensation to the 


owners for lii.s loss. 


He also said the 
State had 
no 


more right to take such proceedings 
against the saloon keeper than it die 
1 


against any other business man. A 
the same time he made a stirring pla; 
for the initiative, referendum and re- 
call. 


While speaking of 
confiscation, 


Milliard said the nation confiscated 
the negroes, and then disfranchised 
them in the South. Among the truth- 
ful statements lie made was thai the 
nation had paid three times as much 
interest en the war debt bonds as 
Lincoln wanted to pay for the free- 
dom of the slaves before the war. 


Milliard expounded the 
old fnl^e 


Socialistic doctrine that the earnings 
of the working man should be divided 
equally among them. He nsserted that 
they make eighteen billion dollars a 
year and .get only a billion of it. It 
was his declaration that every work- 
ing man should receive six dollars a 
day. 


Milliard had a few unkind remarks 


.about Theodore Roosevelt. He said 
the third termer shouldn't complain 
about the road roller because he or- 
iginated it. 


The Socialist asked every person in 


the audience to 
read Roosevelt's 


story of his South Africa hunt in a 
popular magazine in which he de- 
scribed how he shot a monkey. He 
told of the brutal manner the for- 
mer president related how he slipped 
up on a troup of monkeys, shot ono 
female monkey, and how she lifted 
her little one to her shoulder to" keep 
it from seeing her life blood, and then 
sank back dead. 


"And yet a man such as he aspires 


to lead the American people." was 
Millard's parting shot. 


The Socialist paid a deep tribute 


to John Jacob Astor who went down 
on the'Titanic. He said'Socialists 
drew no line between people of 
the 


so-called upper class and the wort- 
ing people as men and women. He 
said Astor gave his seat in the boat 
to a peasant woman as any other 
true American man would have done. 
But Milliard's complaint was tha.. 
Aster's son heired property whicn 
consisted of things that people must 
have. "Therefore Astor is your 
bread lord," he concluded. 


• -"When people come here the Fourth 
of July," continued the Socialist, 
"just remember that yon are paying 
money into the treasury of the Czar 
of Russia. If theJNew;York.TfOwne 


s correct, the Czar owns thirty-six 
million dollars worth of railroad 
stock in the United States. He gets 
us dividends and uses it to hire cos- 
sacks who murder people who would 
lave the same kind of government 
we are supposed to enjoy." 


Milliard was not without some dry 


wit that brought laughter from his 
audience. 
"They used 
to make 


clothes to wear," he said; "but now 
hey make them to sell." From that 
IB leads on to the child labor prob- 
em, and told of the conditions in the 
last. 


"And 
for every dollar you spend 


'or a factory inspector,here in Indi- 
iua,"-Milliard added, "you spend five 
dollars caring for a hog." 


He recalled that two trusts had 


jeen busted recently, and that one 
lad been partially busted. 
Instead 


of the people being bitten by one gi- 
gantic bedbug now, he declared, they 
are bitten by thirty-five little fleas. 
He'referred to the packers. 


'It has often been said, "the So- 


cialists declared, "that the packers 
used every thing but the squeal in 
their industry, but they utilized that 
when they get into court." 


Milliard paid some, attention 
to 


the Socialistic belief that war, and 
preparation for it, is unnecessary. 
He referred facetiously to the im- 
mense war ships and standing armies 
of Uncle Sam. 
- - 


"You pay $338,000,000 to blow out 


men's brains," 
he asserted, "and 


about a tenth 
as 
much 
to blow 


brains into them." 


He finally asked himself, after 


summing up the ailments of the age; 
"How 
are we going to do it?"— 


meaning how are the Socialists going 
to remedy the conditions. 


He answered his 
own question: 


TVe don't know."
